PARIS, Dec. 16.—The French 
cabinet was expected in politi- 
cal circles today to announce a 
firm united front with Poland 
and the Little Entente against 
Premier Mussolini's attempt to 
reorganize the League of Na- 
tions and against Chancellor 
Hitler's demand for German 
equality in armaments, 


The cabinet meeting was arrang- 
ed after conferences between Dr 
Eduard. Benes, Czechoslovakian 
foreign secretary, with Foreign 
Minister Joseph Paul-Boncour and 
other leaders here 


Cognizance also was taken In 
planning the meeting of a com- 
munication received from War- 
saw today, which made it clear 
that France and her allies are 
united in policy. 

Meanwhile President Leburn 
planned to put his final seal of ap- 
proval upon the Franco-Little En- 
ente united front, against Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler's arms demands 
Premier Benito Mussolini's propos- 

als for League of Nations reforms 
and efforts to separate disarmament 
talks from the League's scope of 
activity, 

Joining in the united front were 
in addition to Czechoslovakia, the 
two other Little Entente nations 
—Yugoslavia and Rumania—and 
Poland. 

In line with the French policy 
of attempting further to consolidate 
the common position of the allies, it 
was announced M. Paul-Boncour 
would go to Warsaw shortly to 
strengthen Franco-Polish ties.

Silent Mob Uses Rope on 
Man Accused of 


Assault 


COLUMBIA Tenn., Dec. 16—The 
body of Cord Cheek, 20-year-old 
negro whom the grand jury had 
refused to indict following his 
arrest for an attempted attack on 
an Il-year-old girl, was found 
hanging from the limb of a cedar 
tree near here last night. 

Sheriff Claude Godwin said the 
lynching was “handled in a very 
quiet manner,” 

The sheriff said he received an 
anonymous telephone call that he 
could find a “dead negro at the 
forks of the road” in the Glendale 
section of the county and to “come 
and get him.” 

When Sheriff Godwin arrived the 
negro apparently had been dead 
only a short time, the officer said, 
but there was no trace of those 
responsible for his death 

The alleged attempt attack on the 
child occurred in the Glendale sec- 
tion about a month ago. Cheek was 
arrested and taken first to Pulaski 
and then to Nashville for saf@keep- 
ing. But the Maury County grand 
jury Wednesday refused to return 
an indictment, Sheriff Godwin said, 
and orders were sent to Nashville 
lo release Cheek 
The first that officets knew that 
the Negro had returned was when 
his body was found hanging from 
the limb by a rope. 

Sheriff Godwin said he had been 
unable to trace the telephone call 
that notified him of the lynching 

Jailer R. M. McDonald said the 
girl, who is an orphan, had iden- 
tified Cneek as the Negro who at- 
empted to attack her. Search, for 
iim was started immediately, the 
jailer said, but the Negro was not 
found until the day following the 


alleged crime.

Parliament might better go at the objective 
directly, set a rate which the banks may charge 
on provincial and municipal loans, and leave 
it to them to not pay depositors a high enough 
rate to run away with their revenue. Parlia- 
ment a year ago shaved one-half per cent off 


the interest rate paid to depositors in «the post 


office savings department. The banks followed 
suit by reducing the rates they pay on savings 
deposits. But the result has evidently not been 
a satsfactory drop in the rates charged for 
loans made to provinces and municipalities. 
The difficulty is that the money which de- 
positors put in the banks is not the money the 
banks lend to the provinces and municipalities. 
If they lent no more than that, the provincial 
and municipal authorities would have to get 
along without loans, Banks lend credit, not 
money, in the large way. Parliament might cut 
down the rates paid on money deposits without 
thereby assuredly cutting down the _ rates 
charged or chargeable on loans of credit. 
What the Dominion should do is undertake 


to finance the provinces and municipalities at | 


cost, issuing money to them against their bonds, 
at a rate of interest large enough to cover the 
expense of the operation. 

There is of course no chance that the present 
Dominion Government will do that. As an 
alternative, it should guarantee the bonds of the 
provinces and municipalities and then set an 
interest rate that would give the banks no more 
than a reasonable return for the use of their 
credit advanced against these gilt-edged 
securities.

The war god is being belted right and left 
these days with exposes of how armament firms 
draw profits by supplying weapons to all sides 
—sometimes financing combatants and working 
on their hates and fears to stimulate business. 

In response to Beverley Nichols’ assertion 

1 “Cry Havoc” that the duty of a true patriot 
is to refuse to bear arms and fight, students at 
Oxford, Glasgow, Manchester, Cardiff, wae. 
ter and Aberystwyth Universities and the Lon- 
don School of Economics in the Old Country 
have declared that they will not fight for “King 
and Country.” By that they probably mean 
“For war profiteers and armament manufac- 
turers.” 

The hard times many Canadian soldiers have 
suffered of late while war profiteers live in 
luxury and escape taxation by investing in tax- 
exempt Victory Bonds, has caused a strange 
outburst of feeling in the town of Stratford, 
Ontario. 

Fifteen years after their victory in “the war 
to end all wars,” twenty-one members of the 
Stratford Branch of the Canadian Legion have 
surrendered their victory medals, to be sent to 
the finance minister8 of twenty-one nations— 
allied and enemy alike—with a request that 
they be melted down “and swallowed with all 
other rewards of armed conflict in payment of 
the war costs of the world.”

This angry gesture of the Stratford veterans 
is to be sent, along with their medals, to the 
Finance Ministers of Canada, Great Britain, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, France, 
Russia, Italy, Germany, Turkey, Austria, Bul- 
garia, Roumania, United States, Japan, Portugal, 
Belgium, Greece and India. 

The following message, in English, German 
and French, is to accompany each returned 
medal: 

“Fifteen years ago we laid down our 
arms, victorious over the forces of greed, 
nationalism, armaments and war. 

“Our victory was rewarded with these 
victory medals. 

“Today, nationalism flourishes, greed is 
rampant, armaments menace our homes and 
war impends. The fruits of our victory 
have vanished. 

“There remain to us who fought nothing 
but our memories, our medals and the war 
debts.” 

It looks as if these Stratford men have 
commenced to do some dangerous thinking. 
There is no man so much a menace to the 
settled order as the man who thinks.

Commenting upon some of the disclosures in 
this column a week or so ago an Alberta barris- 
ter who served from 1914 till after the end of 
hostilities with the Canadian forces—for three 
years in the flying forces on the western front 
—writes me: 

“My five years of experience in army life 
during the war have proven beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that it is productive of 
waste in hideous forms and quantities. From 
commanders down, custom and prejudice, 
jealousies and pettinesses ruled in army 
conduct, rather than a desire to serve one’s 
country. 

“Planes that cost fabulous sums to de- 
sign and build and then wouldn't fly—or if 
they did, carried men to death. Iron bound 
contracts from armament firms for useless 
junk—this screaming fantasy, under the 
quiet of army discipline, went on unchecked. 

“If some of the ghastly mistakes made by 
squadron commanders in the flying corps 
were repeated in civilian life by command- 
ers of workers in any field, they would be 
tried and imprisoned for wanton murder.” 

I take it that this chap knows what he is 
talking about. 


United States which seems able to obtain 
public investigations when other nations can- 
not, did as a matter of record investigate many 
of the charges against armament firms. Mr. 
Schwab's firm supplied the Allies with armor 
plate containing “blow-holes,” Mr. Schwab 
having personally given orders not to reject 
“blow-hole” plates, though it meant the prob- 
able sacrifice of men’s lives. His firm was fined 
$140,000, but Mr. Schwab was promoted to be 
Director-General of the Shipping Board Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation. 

Airplanes costing the U. S. government 
$20,000,000 were sold back to the Curtis Cor- 
poration for $2,700,000. The Curtis Corporation 
sold them to private aviators at full price, mak- 
ing double (or more) profits on the deal.

United States (if it isn’t indelicate to dis- 
close) though it spent over a thousand million 
dollars on aviation, wasn’t able to deliver a 
single American-built pursuit or bombing or 
combat plane before the Armistice. The only 
American planes to reach the front were 213 
De Haviland 4s, which were known as “flam- 
ing coffins.” According to General Menoher, 
chief of the U.S. Air Service, the battle fatali- 
ties for hours flown were three times as great 
for American aviators as for British or Belgian. 

Capt. “Eddie” Rickenbacker, in his evidence 
before a Congressional committee, is on record 
as Saying: 

“From every side, Fokkers were picking 
upon the clumsy Liberty machines (the De 
Havilands) which, with their criminally 
constructed fuel tanks, offered so easy a 


target to the incendiary bullets of the 
enemy that their unfortunate pilots called 
this boasted achievement of our Aviation 


Department their ‘flaming coffins.’ 
“During that one brief flight over Grand 

Pre, I saw three of these crude machines 

go down in flames, an American pilot and 

an American gunner in each ‘flaming coffin’, 

dying this frightful and needless death.” 

Yet in spite of this wanton waste of lives 
this type of machine was kept in production.

Headache

Some people are so sensiitve to bad air that 
they are forced to avoid crowds as they develop 
a headache whenever they mix with a grcup. 
This is an unusual cause of headache as the only 
result of poor ventilation on most of us is that 
we become sleepy. 

There is a large number 
of different kinds of head- 
ache and conditions which 
will bring on this trouble in 
one patient will not affect 
another. Headache may occur 
in various parts of the head 
and may be felt in the fore- 
head, the side of the head, 
the top, back, or over the 
entire head. A dull ache at 
the base of the nose is com- 

Dr. F. McCoy monly due to catarrh and a 
pain through the side of the face may come 
from neuralgia, defective teeth, or from sinus 
trouble in the sinus cavity found in the cheek 
bone. 

The pain in headache varies greatly and 
may be boring, shooting, dull, heavy, splitting, 
blinding, sharp or drawing. Headache is not a 
disease, it is only a symptom. A list of all the 
conditions which may produce headache is so 
long that it would be much quicker for me to 
tell you the diseases in which it is not foynd 
than to give you a complete list of all the dis- 
orders in which it appears. A short list follows 
ot some of the diseases which may cause head- 
ache: constipation, indigestion, eye-strain, 
catarrh and prolapsus, which are probably the 
most common causes of headache in the average 
person. 

Other possible causes are head injury, kid- 
ney trouble, both high and low blood pressure, 
any acute disease beginning with a fever, dia- 
betes and nerve weakness. Emotional strain 
due to anger or excitement may induce head- 
ache and it is likely to follow intense and pro- 
longed mental work. It may be due to habits 
which are not good such as excessive use of 
coffee, tobacco, alcohol, or rich, greasy foods. 
It is sometimes brought on as a result of con- 
stant noise or motion. 

The ache seen in the back of the head and 
neck is usually due to congestion in the pelvic 
organs and may be caused in men by prostatic 
disorders and in women by those diseases lim- 
ited to their sex. | 

The principal cause of headache is a toxemia, 
which is present in practically every headache | 
except those due to accidents. Headache can | 
be permanently cured if the patient uses a 
treatment which removes the sytemic poisons. 

The treatment which will be found success- 
ful in alleviating the ordinary attack of head- 
cahe is as follows: you are to stop eating and 
are to begin on a fruit juice fast, taking orange 
juice, pineapple juice or tomatao juice every 
two hours. Drink as much water as desired. 
As soon as possible you are to cleanse the colon | 
with a warm enema, which will relieve the 
headache in the average case within one-half 
hour. After the enema you are to put the feet | 
in a hot foot bath and to place cold cloths on | 
the front of the head, for a period of 20 min- | 

| 


utes. You will be feeling greatly improved by 
this time and are to finish the treatment by 
resting quietly in a darkened room, 

Many headaches are benefited by treatments 
to the vertebrae of the upper spine, such as are 
given by an Osteopath or Chiropractor and I 
would suggest that you secure these relaxing 
treatments if possible. | 

I do not advise the use of medicinal prepara- | 
tions for killing the pain in headache, as unwise 
and repeated use of these substances, when 
they are not prescribed by your doctor, may 
produce much harm and they cannot be con- 
sidered by a permanent cure. } 

In those cases where a headache returns 
often, the best plan is to go to your doctor and 
have a thorough examination to determine the 
cause of the symptom. You will then know 
what treatment to use to remove the cause of 
the headache. However, the instructions which 
I have already given you will be helpful in 
temporarily relieving an attack of headache and 
have the added advantage of being perfectly 
safe.

On this date, in 1663 the first 
duties were imposed upon im- 
ports into Canada. The Su- 
preme Council of New France,

France, but out of this they 
were to pay a revenue of 10 
per cent upon their imports. 

Up to that time the impor- 
tation was prohibited, even 
from France, of hats, caps, 
coats, stockings or shirts, the 
idea being to have them made 
at Quebec so as to give the 
women something with which 
to occupy their time in the long 
winters, thus beginning the 
made-in-Canada campaign.

CAMP LIFE 

Editor, Bulletin: In a recent 
issue of the Bulletin I happen- 
ed to get hold of, you publish- 
ed a reproduction of a relief 
camp “wage” cheque. Certain 
conditions arising, from my 
previous experience of camps, 
I feel called upon to give you 
a proof that everything isn't 
apple pie order ‘us people come 
to associate with all Govern- 
ment undertakings. 

In the first place we're sleep- 
ing in a tent, which originally 
was built for horses I am told, 
and not a very good tent at 
that. I am fortunate to have a 
lower berth or bunk but one 
fellow above me, when it rains 
or snows has actually moved 
his blankets and “flopped” 
the table. 


Nobody could complain about 


the eats or cooking apart from 
powdered milk. 

The real cause for complaint 
is the washing system. After 
working all day in a gravel 
pit where 18 men have picked 
and shoveled as many as 96 
loads of gravel in a day, if you 
want to wash, you haul water 
from the river to replace the 
hot water you use, which isn't 
what is called plentiful. There 
are two wash tubs and one 
rubbing board. If you want 
laundry soap you pay 4 cents 


a bar et the commissary. Toilet | 


soap is 8 cents. I suspect that 
a number of men only wash 
every other week or so. 
is only a limited supply of 
washing utensils, hot water, 
lime, etc. I don't believe every 
man could wash his clothes 
every week. Then we try and 
scrape the pennies by saving 
the soap. 

Last winter I had the mis- 
fortune to have to go to the re- 
lief camp for the first time. I 
was sent from Saskatoon to 
Prince Albert National Park. 
The washing system was as 
good as could be expected. The 
men at the first camp I was at 
were allowed half a day a week 
to wash, with a row of built- 
in wash tubs in the laundry 
shack, five large barrels of hot 
water all the time, soap was 
plentiful and free. 

You are charged here for 
needles and thread when you 
need to repair some of the 
“free” clothing they give. 

On the form we get from the 
employment office it says we

stands, this city has the offer of a 
collection of relics belonging to 
MacDonald of Garth, founder of 


New Fort Augustus in 1798 

MacDonald's grandson, now liv- 
ing in Montreal, has made an offer 
of the entire collection, including 
letters and the journal of MacDon- 
ald of Garth. The relics are of price- 
less historical and romantic va?ue to 
the background and origin of “d- 
monton although no atternpt has yet 
been made by anybody in Edmon 
ton to secure them by carrying out 
the simple conditions attached to 
the offer. 


DUELLING PISTOLS 

Part of the relics is a brace of 
silver plated duelling pistols which 
MacDonald of Garth was noted for 
always carrying in his belt, being 
the first “two-gun” man of record 
in the west. According to the in- 
formation regarding him available 
he was “quick on the draw” and 
never missed his man 

Of the greatest historical value 
however, is the well written jour- 
nal kept by Macdonald, which with 


a number of letters, are still in a 
wonderful state of preservation 
The letters are to some of the fa- 
mous explorers of the Northwest 
of the earliest days, including 
Samuel Hearne and Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie
